The news, which is regarded as authentic, that 


the Spanish fleet which has been sighted off Martinique is now about 
; seventy-five miles southeast of Porto Rico, clears the atmosphere and from this time on the 


Government's course will not be clouded by any uncertainty as to the whereabouts of the enemy's fleet, 


News of the position of the enemy's fleet was received with great satisfaction. It is the purpose ot Sampson to destroy it. 
His fleet is superior at nearly all 


points, and the result in the test of the naval strength will be awaited with perfect confidence. 
The Admiral's instructions give him a wide range of discretion, 


the Government relying implicitly upon his good judgment and discretion. 
He has been kept constantly advised, so far as practicable, as to events generally since 


he sailed, but he has not been hampered in his movements to any degree. 
It is now believed to be the purpose of the Government to order Schley's squadron to 


close up on Havana, and the troops meanwhile will be kept in readiness for a forward movement as soon as the time is thought opportune.

Admiral Sampson's statement that he attacked with only a portion of his fleet is 


taken that he did not find it expedient to take the entire fleet into the harbor, though it 
is not believed that he separated his fleet. The Navy Department officials were at a loss 
to know how Sampson's dispatch reached St. Thomas, until an Associated Press dispatch 
announced the presence of the Yale at St. Thomas.

The suspicion directed against France 


Is due to two causes—the recent blockade 
running experience of the French steamer 
tafayettav which, was released after be- 
ing held up by tfia blockading fleet, and 
the Improvement of tha gunners manning 
the guns on Spanish forts. 


Their Improvement, that is noticeable, 


according to naval e'xperts, indicates the 
introduction of new and moro experienced 
hands, when considered with the previous 
work of tho Spanish gunners, who could 
not send a shell within half a mile.of a 
man-of-war, much less strike a -140 ton 
torpedo boat. 
Reports from the Amerlc.-n fleet block- 


ading the Cuban coast received during 
the last four or ftvo days have credited 
the Spanish gunners with much bettar 
marksmanship than has boon formerly 
given them. 
According to nave.! officers, the surpris- 


ing efficiency manifested in the recent 
work could not be logically explained by 
natural improvement duo to practice.
